JEFFERSON'S CLAIM. 

Thomas Jefferson, Secretary of 
State, in a letter to Governeur Mor- 
ris. Minister to France, dated Aug. 
16, 1793, made this statement which 
has a bearing on the accusation now 
brought forward by M. Bernard: 

“We recollect with satisfaction 
that in the course of two years by 
unceasing exertions we paid up sev- 
en vears arrearages and install 
ments of our debt to France, which 
the inefficacy of our first form of | 
government had suffered to be accu- 
mulating. That, pressing on still to 
the entire fulfillment of our 
gagement, we have facilitated to Mr. 
Genet (Citizen Genet, former French 
Envoy to the United States) the ef- 
fect of the installments of the pres- 


en- 


tion. 

Nothing is more legitimate than 
that America should keep aloof for 
the time being. But the day she 
is willing to come to our side she 
cah do it only by ratifying, with the 
reservations she judges necessary, 
the Treaty of Versailles with the 
pact of the League of Nations."

It is 
essential, by all means needed, that 
she pay pensions and damages as 
she is constrained to do by the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

“If we take directly of her riches 

we take only that which rightly 

to us since she spread ruin 
among us. Nurthermore, if she un- 
derstands that we are inflexible and 
resolved she herself will find means 
to borrow and to pay. 

“The entire world is interested in 
the recovery of France and we have 
that which we need to make our 
right respected.” 

Such is the base on which discus- 
sion of the budget will take place. 
And such is the spirit of the French 
Parliament, which Premier Briand 
must face from day to day and ex- 
plain how Germany fs to be made to 
pay. M. Cheron's report represents 
the sentiment of a majority of the 
Senate. As for the ber of 
Deputies, 60 per cent of its members 
fought against Germany.

REST DAY FOR 
LEGISLATURE. 


Reapportionment Expected to 
Emerge This Week. 
Boggs Bill Will be Brought 
from Committee Today. 
Wet and Dry Fight Relegated 
to Obscurity Again. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT un 
SACRAMENTO, March 20.—The 
State Legislature chambers and halls 
presented the quietest scene of the 
session today. Members, worn out 
by thé endless committee meetings 
and public hearings that have occu- 


pied every evening and most of the 
afternoons, since the Legislature re- 
sumed work on Fe 24, spent 
their time either out in the clear sun- 
shine that has recently ed the 
clouds of the earlier session, or rest- 
ed in their rooms and homes. 

' Reapportionment, which held the 
spotlight early in the session and 
then retired in favor of taxation and 
other pressing legislation, will again 
take a prominent position this week, 
if announced plans of floor leaders 
are carried out. 


SEMIBLANK BILL. 


The Boggs bill (S. B. No. 1,) which 
was a semiblank bill for reappor- 
tionment, will be brought from com- 
mittee tomorrow, or as soon there- 
after as amendments to fix the boun- 
daries of the forty senatorial and 
eighty Assembly districts are ready 
for submission to the Senate. 

When the bill was prepared, in 
referring to counties having more 
than one district the phraseology 
was general. For example; District 
16 was described as “a portion of the 
city and county of San Francisco.” 
Each of these descriptions has to be 
amended to show by metes and 


| bounds and election precincts, just 


what portion of the city and county 
was to be within its boundaries. 
Delegations from the larger counties 
have been working on this problem 
for weeks and their suggestions are 
now nearly completed and ready for 
incorporation in the bill. 

Numerous other reapportionment 
bills were introduced, but it is un- 
derstood that these will be held in 
committee, at least until an effort 
is made to whip the Boggs bili into 
shape to satisfy all concerned, and 
if that can not be done, another 
bill may be brought out. It was un- 
derstood here today that no Assem- 
bly bill on reapportionment would 
emerge from committee until the 
Boggs bill had been brought to a 


vote. 
BACK TO COMMITTEE. 

With the emergence of reappor- 
tionment from obscurity the wet 
and dry fight gave promise of going 
there for a time. It was announced 
today that the Hornblower resolu- 
tion in favor of light wines and beer 
would be sent back to committee to- 
morrow instead of remaining on the 
file as a special order and that the 
Harris bill for prohibition enforce- 
ment also would be abandoned en- 
tirely and whatever else was substi- 
tuted would rest until the dry forces 
could repair the apparent ravages in 
their fences, caused when the Bada- 
rac wet resolution romped through 
them last week. f 

A bill to strengthen the profession- 
al position of the osteopaths and 
make them more secure from in- 
vasion by other healing schools, was 
on the Assembly general file for to- 
morrow and West, who had it in 
charge, said yesterday he expected 
to bring it to a vote soon.

“But there is little likelihood that 
the political-minded member of the 
governmental machine will wake up 
in time to assimilate this viewpoint.

“Appropriations for the Board of 
Health have jumped 406 per cent in 
two years--some jump.

Bven 
the ‘emergency fund’ under the ‘mis- 
cellaneous’ column is increased to 
$500,000, another instance of dou- 
bling proposed expenditures.

KRONSTADT WAS TAKEN.

REVOLUTIONISTS BETRAYED 
BY COMMUNISTS IN CITY 
WHO MOWED THEM DOWN.

STOCKHOLM, March 20.—Details 
of the fall of Kronstadt before the 
Bolshevik onslaughts, with Leon 
Trotzky, Soviet War Minister, in 
command, were brought here by 


In the citadel, they said, 1700 men 
were left endeavoring to fight their 


way toward the east and in the oth- 
er fortresses approximately a thou- 
sand were made prisoners. 

All officers and leaders among the 
military forces and civilians imme- 
diately were executed, Their bodies 
were thrown on the ice of the Gulf 
of Finland with stones and scrap iron 
in the pockets so they will sink 
when the ice breaks up. All other 
rebel soldiers interned are awaiting 
the future, which according to the 
refugees, will bring executions. As 
food is scarce, the situation is easily 
understood, they point out. 

The insurrectionary forces were 
betrayed by inhabitants sympathiz- 
ing with the Bolsheviki and small 
bodies of the rebels were mowed 
down by machine guns fired by local 
Communists. The garrison was not 
strong enough to rush these forces 
of Communists and repulse outside 
attacks. Everyone, man or woman, 
with or without weapons, who got 
in the way of the Bolsheviki, was 
killed, the refugees asserted. 
Kronstadt suffered severely. The 
stream of refugees has ceased, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Teriokti, 
on the Finnish frontier. Only a few 
arrived today, clad in white and with 
badly sustained in 
creeping along the ‘se. _ . 

Kronstadt had big stores of army 
equipment, which explained the good 
attire of the soldiers and sailors 
reaching Finland. The latter country 
will have great difficulty in feeding 
them.

An argument between Harry C.

So Many of Them That Kep- 
pen is Outbrutalized. 


Red · Headed Fat Boy Spills in 
Improved Fashion. 


All Events Have Ground and 
Lofty Riders in Them.

Charley Keppen was outbrutalized 
and outscienced at the bicycle bowl 
yesterday afternoon. 

Charley with outbrutalized in the 
first event when three riders spilled 
where only Keppen has spilled be- 
fore. 

He was outscienced in the final 
event when Charley Griffis; a red- 
headed fat boy, fell in a new and im- 
proved fashion.

Old Man Griffis’s 
son reversed the usual procedure on 
this track. He spilied himself grace- 


turned over while in midair, landed 
airly on his stomach with his head 
pointed toward the east, and, with 
his feet in some manner still clinging 
to his wheel, slid silently in this 
manner for fifteen feet with his 
hands dragging behind him Une a 
pair of twin rudders. No rider in 
the history of the game has ever 
poured himself into a saucer track 
in this manner. Many doubt wheth- 
er Griffis himself could do it again. 


PSYCHOLOGY SPILL. 


Another peculiar feature of his 
spill was that it seemed to be pure- 
ly psychological to start with. Griffis 
was well out by himself, and in no 
more danger of being bumped than 
had he been riding a burro around 
the old Arcadia track. Suddenly, 
about twenty feet behind him, two 
riders crashed, and went down 
among the splinters. This was none 
of the fat boy's fall. But it seemed 
to suggest to him the idea of falling. 
Possibly he thought that it was a 
falling contest, and he didn’t want 
to finish worse than third. Anyway, 
as soon as the sound of crashing 
cycles reached his ears. Griffis just 
reared up out of the saddle and went 
over backwards, bucking himself off 
his own wheel, and converting the 
event into a bicycle rodeo. 

There was hardly an event with- 
out its ground and lofty riders, and 
the track is almost free of splinters 
with the legs of the average ath- 
letes looking like a cactus plant. The 
riders no longer attempt to pick the 
splinters out. They merely shave 
their legs with a carpenter's plane.

“39 EAST’ If CHARMINGLY

Every girl has that dream some 
time during her life, the dream of
